American commerce, Sen. Hitch- 
cock, Neb., acting

leader, proposed that the bill 
instead of being referred as a 
tariff measure to the finance com- 
mittee, be feent to the commerce 
committee.

ally without consideration.

American radicalism some time ago, 
was apparently willing:to consider 
the issue of clemency, but solely on 
the basis of its being politically ex- 
pedient at present to release some 
or all.'of these prisoners. However,

Walsh, recently'showing signs of 


turning to organized labor for polit- 
ical support, stoutly defended, the 
espionage act but said that the time 
for .application of its provisions- 
against expression of opinion had 
passed, and that he favored a "gen- 
eral amnesty for this class of pris- 
oners" because he believed it impo*. 
sible now to determine which . of. 
them had been properly and justly 
convicted and which had been im- 
properly and unjustly convicted. 


"I have no doubt," he said, "that 


in the hysteria in which the people 
—quite naturally—were, in time of 
war, some persons might have been 
improperly and unjustly convicted 
and sentenced.' 


Gompers Asks Amnesty. 


Samuel Gompers, speaking for the 


American Federation of Labor, pre- 
sented the amnesty resolution adopt- 
ed by the Montreal convention last 
June, and asked that all political 
prisoners be released at once. He 
argued that if he had not changed 
his pacifist views—"seen the light" 
—at the beginning of bhe war, and

Mrs. MacSwiney 9s Story 


Here Are Some of the Principal Things Which Came Out in 


Her Testimony Before The Nation's Commission 


T 


HE Nation's commission on Ireland is fully justifying itself 
Through it the worM wfll learn the truth about that coun- 


try and without the truth made public, there can be no just 
solution of the Irish question. 


Ninety American, English, and Irish newspaper corres- 


pondents have declared that they have been intimidated by the 
soldiers and the military police in their efforts to report events 
In Ireland. 


These correspondents have sent a round robin to all the 


governments of the world, telling that they are not allowed to 
Bee what is going on, nor to report properly what they do see. 
Their statement proved the insincerity of Sir Aukland Geddes, 
who in his letter to the Commission on Ireland said "The Brit- 
ish government has more to gain than anyone else in insuring 
'.hat the truth is made known to all the world." 


The flre in Cork was more devastating than reported. The 


city hall, the library, and many other public buildings as well as 
many business blocks are in ashes. 


In the last issue of the Nation is given a report of the Na- 


tion's Commission on the testimony of Mrs. Terence MacSwiney 
and Miss Mary MaeSwiney. They are pathetic stories and re- 
veal that the trouble in Ireland has mainly an economic basis. 


Mrs. MacSwiney is only 28 years of age. She told how she 


first became interested in the cause of Irish independence,' She 
said: 


"All my life I never understood why there should 


be so many very poor people and so few rich people. 
There is a great deal of poverty in Ireland, especially 
in Cork. You cannot help noticing the many poor chil- 
dren with scant clothing and no stockings. I do not 
think it is right to give people things only in charity.' 
There should be no need of that. There is plenty in 
Ireland for everybody to have enough. 


"And I saw that while England controlled us, we 


could do nothing because she DESTROYED OUR 
BUSINESS and kept us poor." 


____Mre. MaeSwiney was married in June, 1917 and has one 
child, a daughter, who was born in June, 1918. She told of her 
husband's imprisonment at Richmond barracks in Dublin, and 
afterwards at Wakefield prison in England. She said hundreds 
if not thousands, were confined in the latter prison. Part of her 
testimony was as follows: 


"When I went there, our men were in a terrible 


condition. They were literally starving. ,1 know one 
friend of mine—he had never handled arms. He was 
from Bandon in County Cork. I'was godmother to" 


• one of his children. 
He was sent to Wakefield before 


my husband was. He was not allowed anything, not a 
book, not even a prayer book. All his wife's letters 
were stopped and he thought that something had hap- 
pened to her, because she was not very strong at the 
time. But his wi"e was one of the first to get into the 
jails to see their friends. 
Well, I went over just to 


help those men. 
They were in a frightful state. 


They had no food except what we brought them." 
Mrs. MacSwiney's daughter was born while her husband 


was in jail, serving a six months sentence for wearing a uniform 
»f the Irish Republican army. 


Speaking of her husband's characteristics, she said: 


"I think the chief characteristic of. my husband— 


apart from his love of Ireland, which was above every- 
thing else—was his love of PEOPLE, his charity. He 
never said a word against anybody. I never heard Mm 
say a word against his worst enemies. I remernlber 
that when he was in Wakefield jail, a few prisoners 
were put in solitary confinement, and they thought 
that surely they would be shot, because some others 
had been shot who were in solitary confinement. 
And even then when he expected death, he would not 


. say anything harsh against the English." 
Mr. MacSwiney succeeded Thomas MacCurlain as Mayor of 


Cork. Of him, Mrs. MacSwiney testified: 


"He had five children, very sweet little children. 


One was only a year old. He was at home one night 
sleeping with his wife and children, and his sisters-in- 
law were also there. There was a knock at the door, 
and his wife went to the door. The men do not an- 
swer the doors at night in Ireland for they might be 
shot. The men broke into the house and pinioned her 
arms and went upstairs and shot the Lord Mayor." 
Mr. Walsh asked "Was it developed afterwards in the cor- 


oner's inquest who did the shooting of the Lord Mayor?" 


Mrs. MacSwiney answered, "The British police in Ireland, 


but at the orders of their government." 


Concerning the murder of Mayor MacCurtain, Mrs. Mac- 


Swiney read these extracts from a speech made by her husband 
at his trial: 
' 


"We see in the manner in which the late Lord.Mayor 


was murdered an attempt to terrify us all. Our first 
duty is to answer that threat in the >only fitting man- 
ner: to show ourselves unterrified, cool and inflexible, 
for the fulfillment of our chief purpose—the establish- 
ment of the independence and integrity of our country 
and the peace and happiness of the Irish Republic. This 
contest on our side is not one of rivalry or vengeance 
, 


but of endurance. 


"It is not those who can inflict the most, but those 


who can suffer the most who will conquer, though we 
do not abrogate our function to demand that murderers 
and evil-doers be punished for their crimes. It is con- 
ceivable that the army of occupation could stop our 
functions for a time. Them it becomes simply a ques- 
tion of endurance. 
Those whose faith is strong will 


endure to the end in triumph. 


"Faring our enemy, we must declare our attitude 


gimply. We see in their regime a thing of evil incar- 
nate. With it, there can be no parley any more than 
there can be truce with the powers of hell. We ask no 
m«rcy and will accept no compromise. The civilized 
world dare not look on indifferent while new tortures 
are being prepared for our country, or they will see 
undermined the pillars of their own government. 
But 


if the rulers of earth fail us, we have refuge in the ruler
